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IN) The floods that washed across the Midwest the summer of 1993 
IW may have been the worst in American history and they captured the 
concern of people across the nation. The stage for disaster was set 
during the winter when unusually large amounts of snow fell. There 
were no midwinter thaws, so the snow melted rapidly as spring 
arrived. This caused record flooding in many areas. Des Moines 
logged more than 32 inches by the end of July compared with 18.7 
inches in a normal year. 
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Declaring that “The times are changing,” Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
became the second woman to sit on the United States Supreme 
Court. Ginsburg, who became the 107th Supreme Court justice on 
August 10, 1993, said, “In my lifetime I expect there will be among the 
federal judicial nominees... as many sisters as brothers in law.” 
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It was the year of grunge rock, and a band from Seattle known as 
Nirvana was among the proudest of purveyors of this unadorned, 
srinding form of rock. At the 10th Annual MTV Music Awards on 
September 2, 1993, Nirvana’s “In Bloom” won the trophy for Best 
Alternative Video. 
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On September 13,1993, Yasser Arafat of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) and Yitzhak Rabin of Israel signed a peace treaty 
that once seemed unimaginable. The PLO recognized the right of 
Israel to live in peace and Israel, in turn, recognized the PLO as the 
represenative of the Palestinians. President Clinton, who guided 
Arafat and Rabin toward their historic handshake, called it a “great 
occasion of history and hope”. 
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Russia, one ofthe world's great powers, experienced political upheaval 
in 1993 more typical of a Third World nation. When President Boris Yeltsin 
disbanded the legislature September 21, 1993 many of its members barri- 
caded themselves inside the parliament building in Moscow. Vice President 
Alexander Rutskoi and others attempted a coup. Following Yeltsin’s orders, 
tanks and troops flushed out the defiant lawmakers, many of them were 
Communists opposed to Yeltsin’s attempts at moving the nation toward a 
free market economy. A commision was formed to create a new legislative 
framework, and elections for a new parliament were scheduled. 
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An Amtrak train hurtled off a bridge 
into a bayou in Saraland, Alabama early on 
the morning of September 22, 1993, plunging 
all three engines and four of the eight cars into 
the swamp. Forty-seven people were killed in 
the wreck, which was called the worst in 
Amtrak’s 23 year history.

On October 6, 1993 Michael Jordan an- 
nounced his retirement at a press conference 
and stripped the league of its most recogniz- 
able name, and of a breathtaking player who 
led the NBA in scoring the last three years.

In 1968 he was named an Outstanding Civic Leader of America; in 1982 he received the 

Educator of the Year award from Delta College; in 1987 the U.S. House of Representatives honored him as a 
Distinguished Citizen; and in 1989 he was the first recipient of the Saginaw Image Award. 


n August 14, 1993, Mr. Daniels passed away of an ailing heart. If anyone ever lived a life to the fullest 
with their dreams fulfilled and their goals reached, Ruben Daniels did. He made an incredible 


contribution to Saginaw and will live on in the hearts and minds of all of us.

Of course, there are also 
some differences, simply because America and 
Holland are two different countries. 


irst-Of all,the drinking age here is 21, 
F whereas itis 16 in Holland. In Holland 

it is not really a.big deal to drink, so 
people don’t really drink because it is thought 
to be "cool". Second, the age to drive here is 16, ` 
whereas it is 18 in Holland. Americans rely on 
cars more than Dutch people do. In addition to 
cars, Dutch people use bikes, buses, trams, and 
trains to get around. In Holland, you cannot 
take driver's ed at school so you take it/at a 
private institution. It’s very expensive: about 
$1500. 

In Holland there is no real gang prob- 
lem. Still, Some parts of big cities such as 
Amsterdam are very dangerous. Itisillegal for 
private people to own firearms, but you can 
own an air gun. 

A big difference, I think, is that teens 
here work as much as they can to save some 
money. Right after they get out of school, 
oftentimes they go straight to work. In Hol- 
land teenagers usually get an allowance from 
their parents which they use to buy clothes and 
personal items. They usually only work dur- 
ing weekends and vacations. 

College is very expensive here com- 
pared to Holland. That is because education is 
heavily subsidized in Holland. Dutch parents 
get child support even if they are not divorced. 

What I really like a lot about America 
isthe factthat almostevery school has a school 
band and that they have special events like 
homecoming, spirit week, and the prom. I 
really don't feel like I am a foreigner here, so if 
somebody says "America, my home,” I can 
really identify with that person. America will 
always be my other home country.

This year has been a year of landmark changes for the 
Arthur Hill band. Director Tim Kasten says he has "really 
big plans for the future," building on the hard work that 
many of the students put into the band this year. 

With the addition of freshmen, the band grew to 160 
members strong, making it the largest band in Arthur Hill 
history. Next year, membership is expected to climb even 
higher. 

This year also marked the start of the band council, a 
committee of highly motivated students, including presi- 
dents Rob Doane and Andrew Thaler, vice-president Kirsti 
Nowak, treasurer Heidi Lenz, secretary Ann Cormier, and 
representatives of each grade level. The band council met 
over the summer and, entirely on its own initiative, started 
work on two major fundraisers that raised a much-needed 
$10,000 for the band program at Arthur Hill. 

Yet another major change was the organization of the 
band into three separate classes after the end of marching 
season. In previous years, the entire band met together for 
the whole year. Starting this year, the band has been broken 
up into three groups by ability: the Honors Band, directed by 
Mr. Kasten; the Concert Band, directed by Jim Hargett; and 
the Reserve Band, directed by Linda Callison. The purpose 
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of the split was to enable better instruction for the varied skill 
levels of the students. 

This year was also the second year that the band worked 
with Ric Roberts, director of the Northern Aurora Drum and 
Bugle Corps, to improve the marching skills of its students.

lony, and Your Niece Kahlua 
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Have you ever wondered 
exactly what goes on behind the 
scenes of your school yearbook? 
Allyou probably know isthatsome- 
time around the end of the year, 
this big book with a lot of pictures 
shows up in mass quantities, and 
you can buy a copy if you’re will- 
ing to fork over enough money. 
But how does the production re- 
ally come about? Where does all 
the hard work and effort come 
from? More importantly, who’s 
responsible for mangling the spell- 
ing of your name in that photo 
caption? We wanted to know, and 
sowesentaninvestigativereporter 
to find out. 

Production starts off in the 
classroom. The yearbook class 
meets during fourth hour to play 
euchre, throw pizza parties, social- 
ize, and occasionally lay out a page 
or two. Actually, we’re just kid- 
ding. Most have also taken a jour- 
nalism class so they are fully quali- 
fied to write stories, also. Although 
their grammar and spelling need 
work. 

There are two groups in the 
yearbook class. The first group 
consists of the people in the main 
room, who put photos together for 
all the different sections of the year- 
book, write stories that are either 
too long or too short to fit well ona 
page, and then draw layouts on 
special layout sheets with all the 
pictures going in the wrong spots. 
Then we have the second group, 


consisting of the people in the com- 
puter room, who type up the sto- 
ries, fix all the other people’s mis- 
takes, lay out the page on the com- 
puters using Aldus PageMaker™, 
and then go complain to the other 
group that the layouts that they’re 
given are no good because nothing 
fits and the captions are stupid. 

The ones that do most of the 
work in the computer room are 
Matt and Andrew. They both lay 
out pages, and then Andrew goes 
through and fixes up all the gram- 
matical and spelling errors and 
changes the worst of the captions. 
Keep in mind that if a story in the 
yearbook doesn’t make too much 
sense, itjust means that there wasn’t 
too much content to work with in 
the first place. 

Periodically, the staff actu- 
ally manages to get a couple pages 
ready and sends them off to Jostens 
Publishing in Clarksville, Tennes- 
see. Jostens, which is really a front 
for a bunch of aliens planning their 
invasion of Earth, subcontracts it 
out toacompany in Alaska. Unfor- 
tunately, Alaska is too cold for the 
computer disks that the pages are 
sent on, and so those are immedi- 
ately shipped to a branch office in 
Sri Lanka. 

Next, the pages are printed 
out on big pieces of paper, which 
are sometimes sent back to the year- 
book staff as “proofs”. (The staff 
hasn’t quite figured out what 
they’re supposed to do with these,

so they typically just send them 
back to Sri Lanka. All this does is 
use up a lot of stamps.) Once all of 
the pages have been sent to Jostens 
and relayed back and forth to Sri 
Lanka, the yearbook is ready for 
production. 

The production head, a 
grumpy old man who hates pup- 
piesand small children, uses a high- 
powered laser to beam the infor- 
mation to a satellite, which relays it 
to a top secret Department of De- 
fense computer in the kitchen of 
the McDonald's in Pueblo, Colo- 
rado. This computer then utilizes 
classified electron-matter-transfer- 
ence technology (as seen on Star 
Trek) to create the yearbooks. 

The finished yearbooks sit 
around in crates in the parking lot 
of McDonald's gathering dust for a 
while. Onenight, if all the children 
at Arthur Hill have been good and 
their homework is done, the year- 
book fairy comes along and puts 
themunder Mr. Mott's pillow while 
he'ssleeping. Sure, hehits his head 
on the ceiling when he wakes up, 
but the important thing is that the 
yearbooks have arrived. 

The yearbooks are then sold 
tounsuspecting students, teachers, 
and alumni. The yearbook staff is 
now able to relax, secure in the 
knowledge that their blood, sweat, 
and tears have not been shed in 
vain. (Please don't shatter the illu- 
sion by reminding them about next 
year.)

The Legenda was written and edited on a 
desktop publishing system using Apple 
Macintosh computers with Aldus PageMaker 
and Microsoft Word. Custom graphics were 
created with Aldus FreeHand. 

The typeface used for all copy and headlines 
was Palatino. The point sizes were as follows: 
body and captions - 10 or 12 pt., classes and 
composites - 10 pt., folios - 10 pt., index - 9 pt., 
and headlines - varied. 

Black and white prints were taken with 
Kodak TMAX 400 and 3200 ASA film. Color 
pictures were taken with various brands of 400 
and 200 ASA film. 

The Legenda is published annually by a 
yearbook staff. The staff met during 4" hour 
and used the yearbook lab during 2™ and 3" 
hours. The yearbook class is part of the 
journalism department at Arthur Hill.

Jessica 
Stratton, Monica Rudy, and Matt Feusse were 
the editors.
